Dove hunter 
charged with 
being drunk 

Gaines allegedly shot twice 
indirection of another hunter

A Lawrenceburg man was 
jailed last Wednesday after being 
charged with hunting under 

the influence and 
second-degree 
wanton endanger- 
ment, according to 
documents on file 
in Anderson District 
Court. 

David Thomas 
Gaines, 43, of 1040 
Lakeshore Drive was 
hunting doves around 8 p.m. Sept. 
12 in a field about six miles south 
of Lawrenceburg when he alleg¬ 
edly fired his 12-gauge shotgun 
twice in the direction of another 
hunter, according to a report filed 
by Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
officer Jason Wells. 

Wells wrote in his report that 
the odor of alcoholic beverage 
was “very strong” on Gaines and 
that upon investigation and writ¬ 
ten statements, it was determined 
that Gaines had fired twice in the 
direction of another hunter. 

Both charges against Gaines are 
Class A misdemeanors. 

Gaines was taken to Shelby 
County Detention Center before 
District Court Judge Donna Dut¬ 
ton set a $2,500 surety bond for his 
release.

Lawrenceburg says goodbye 

Thousands pay final respects to woman who died five days after wreck

If worth were measured 
based on the number of 
friends she had, Marie Gar¬ 
mon would undoubtedly 
have been one of the wealthi¬ 
est people in Anderson 
County. 

In what was described 
by a funeral director as one 
of the largest turnouts he’d 
even seen, an estimated 4,000 


people paid their last respects 
to Garmon last Friday and 
Saturday before she was laid 
to rest in Lawrenceburg Cem¬ 
etery. 

“There were people wait¬ 
ing in line for over two 
hours,” said Brian Ritchie 
of Ritchie & Peach Funeral 
Home. “The line went from 
the front of the church down 
South Main, and there were 
cars parked everywhere.”

Five people were arrested 
when local police raided two 
meth labs last Thursday and 
Friday nights. 

The first came when offi¬ 
cers with the Lawrenceburg 
Police Department busted a 


suspected meth lab at 1141 
Versailles Road, Lot 30, in the 
trailer park. 

The second was when the 
Anderson County Sheriff’s 
Office received an anony¬ 
mous tip Friday night and 
took down a suspected meth 
lab behind a residence on 


Mill Creek Pike. 

The Thursday bust hap¬ 
pened when city police 
stormed the trailer after 
obtaining a search warrant 
and, according to a police 
report, observed Robert Med¬ 
ley, who lives at Lot 35, cook¬ 
ing methamphetamine. 


He and a female, Angel 
Baker, of 102 Bondville Road, 
Sal visa were each charged 
with manufacturing meth¬ 
amphetamine and other 
related charges. 

According to a police 
report, Medley told officers

Peyton Place: more than just a sign 


Stolen sign holds memories, history

Two weeks ago, Mary Shouse Peyton’s 
identity was stolen. 

Specifically, her beloved “Peyton 
Place” sign that used to mark the 
entrance to her home on Harrodsburg 
Road. 

Mary, a Lawrenceburg native, has 
been a Peyton for more than 60 years 
since she married her late husband, Ollie 
Frank Peyton. 

“When they sold this off, they sold all 
the front lots and called it Peyton subdi¬ 
vision,” Mary said. 


Her home sits on Peyton land in 
Stringtown, part of what was formerly 
hundreds of acres that had been in the 
Peyton family for more than 80 years. 

Being a Peyton is more than just the 
sign, Mary said. The sign reminds her of 
the family history she’s been a part of 
for decades, her husband, and the home 
they built together. 

“Well, it meant a lot for me because 
Ollie and I have been married 52 years,” 
Mary said, “and to him, this was home. So 
it had a sentimental value to me.” 

A few years after Ollie Frank died 
in 2005, Mary bought a white “Peyton 
Place” sign with sculpted edges that 
could be seen from the road by drivers

The fourth annual Ander¬ 
son County Civil War re¬ 
enactment of the battles of 
Lawrenceburg and Dogwalk 
will bring more than 250 
re-enactors to the Anderson 
County Community Park on 
Sept. 21-23, according to event 
organizers. 

The re-enactment kicks 
off with school activities on 
Friday, Sept. 21 from 8 a.m. to 
3 p.m. 

Eighth grade students from 
Anderson Middle School will 
compete in a “Gettysburg 
Address” contest, with five 
finalists showcasing during 
the Ladies Tea and the winner 
being named at the battle re¬ 
enactment, according to event 
organizers. 

Selected units will host a 
nighttime artillery firing dem¬ 
onstration at dusk on Sept. 21. 

Camps will be open to the 
public starting at 9 a.m. on Sat¬ 
urday, Sept. 22, and at 9 a.m. on 
Sunday, Sept. 23. 

The Ladies Tea and Social 
will be held from 11:30 a.m. 
until 12:30 p.m. at the Law¬ 
renceburg Green. 

The Battle of Lawrence¬ 
burg re-enactment will begin 
at 2 p.m. in the Anderson 
County Community Park, fol¬ 
lowed by a pig roast from 5-7 
p.m.

he “shoots up meth and needs 
rehab.” He also reportedly told 
officers he was “making meth 
to sell to support his family.” 

Baker was also charged 
with first-degree wanton 
endangerment. She told 
officers she purchased pseu- 
doephedrine at a local retail 
store for Medley to use to 


make the meth, according to a 
police report. 

Charged in the Friday bust 
on Mill Creek Pike were Chris¬ 
topher Caffee, 36, of 1940 Mill 
Creek Pike, Lawrenceburg; 
Dylan Hawkins, 18, of 1930 
Mill Creek Pike, Lawrence¬ 
burg; and Jeffrey Goodlett, 37, 
of 430 Bondville Road, Sal visa. 

Caffee and Hawkins were 
each charged with complicity 
to manufacture methamphet- 
amine, a Class B felony. 


Goodlett, who has pleaded 
guilty to manufacturing 
methamphetamine after 
being busted last year at a resi¬ 
dence on Puckett Road, faces a 
Class A felony charge because 
it is his second offense. 

All three were transported 
to the sheriff’s office before 
being taken to the city police 
department, where ambulance 
and fire personnel decontami¬ 
nated them before they were 
transported to the Shelby 


County Detention Center. 

Anderson County Sher¬ 
iff’s Detective Bryan Taylor 
said Deputy Patrick Beasley 
received a tip about the meth 
lab and made the arrests. Tay¬ 
lor said he cleaned up the lab 
on Mill Creek Pike. 

When the three men 
emerged from the police 
department to be loaded in 
a jail van they were wearing 
white protective clothing and 
shower caps. Caffee pulled his 


shower cap over his face to 
avoid having his face photo¬ 
graphed. 

Taylor said a variety of 
methamphetamine manufac¬ 
turing items were found out¬ 
side of the residence, includinj 
lithium battery strips, pseu- 
doephedrine, rubbing tubing 
and two “shake and bake” 
meth labs.

passing through Stringtown. Mary 
said she’s received many com¬ 
ments from people over the years 
about how much they liked her 
sign. 

She said she believes the sign 
was stolen from her property as 
early as Sunday, Sept. 2, but didn’t 
notice it was missing until a few 
days later. 

The pole, set in concrete, and 
a small triangular section of 
white, curlicue detailing were left 
untouched. 

“I cried and I cried because I 
was proud of that sign,” Mary said. 
“Sometimes people get a new dress 
and they like it. It was just a sign, 


but it was important to me.” 

Her son, Randy, called Law¬ 
renceburg city police and Acting 
Police Chief Chris Atkins said they 
might likely find the sign in the 
back of someone’s pick-up. 

“I don’t know what they would 
have wanted with it, since it 
meant so much to me,” Mary said 
of those who might have taken 
the sign. 

Mary said she doesn’t know 
why someone would take the 
“Peyton Place” sign; she said she 
is well known in the community 
and didn’t think anyone had any¬ 
thing against her. 

She thought that maybe some¬ 
one would try to sell the sign 
online, given the cultural signifi¬ 
cance of “Peyton Place.” 

“Peyton Place” was a novel pub¬ 


lished in 1956, and was made into 
a film and a popular ‘60s daytime 
soap opera that aired on ABC. 

Mary said she first received 
the “Peyton Place” book from her 
former employer at Ms. Cox Shop, 
her boss joking that she was exact¬ 
ly like the people in the book. 

“It was a wild thing, it was a 
wild show,” Mary said of “Peyton 
Place.” 

But Mary doesn’t want her sign 
back because of its cultural value. 

“I’m just hoping that when 
they [Mary and her children] put 
it back up, they don’t get it again,” 
Mary, who said she plans to pur¬ 
chase a nearly identical sign to 
replace the missing one, said.

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Conway wants speed limit lowered on Versailles Road 


Recent wrecks have killed 
three, injured others

If Judge-Executive John 
Wayne Conway gets his way 
the speed limit along the 
stretch of Versailles Road 
where Marie Garmon was 
fatally injured will soon be 
reduced. 


Conway confirmed Monday 
that he has already started 
the process of getting the 
speed limit on Versailles Road 
reduced to 45 mph, and hopes 
to have that limit extended 
all the way to the Kentucky 
River. 

‘This is a result of the 
wreck that killed Marie Gar¬ 
mon and others who have 
been killed on that road,” 
Conway said. “I want the speed 
limit to be reduced. They’re 


driving too fast through 
there.” 

Currently 
the speed limit 
increases to 55 
mph just after 
Hilltop Drive. 

Conway 
said he has 
already con¬ 
tacted state 
Department of 
Transportation officials. 

“A sign crew came to look 


at it last Thursday and are 
putting together a long-range 
plan for possible turning lanes 
and widening that road,” Con¬ 
way said. 

In the meantime, he said 
he wants the speed reduced 
through the subdivisions at 
Hunter Ridge and Starhill, 
along with congested area 
signs. 

“These speeds will be 
enforced,” Conway said. 

Garmon, 43, died last 


Wednesday from injuries she 
sustained Sept. 7 when a dump 
truck hit her mini-van head- 
on near Starhill Way. 

Two women died last 
November in a two-car crash 
just east of where Garmon’s 
vehicle was struck. 

Another woman was 
injured when her vehicle was 
rear-ended by another in June.

“She sparkled and shined a 
little more than the rest of us,” 
Hurst said. “People were just 
drawn to her because she was 
such a good friend.” 

“It was amazing,” said Deede 
Byrne, chief clinical officer 
for Hospice of the Bluegrass, 
where Garmon worked as a 
nurse. “It was a huge testament 
to the impact that Marie and 
her family have made on the 
community.” 

Garmon, 43, died last 
Wednesday night, five days 
after the mini-van she was 
driving was struck head-on 
by a dump truck on Versailles 
Road. 

The line outside First 
Christian Church on Friday 
afternoon stretched from the 
front doors down toward Gash 
funeral home, about 50 people 
deep past the church parking 
lot at the beginning of the visi¬ 
tation. 

Ann Ward knew Garmon 
for 10 years and is a neighbor 
of Garmons in The Gardens 
subdivision. 

Ann’s husband, Mike, was 
close friends with Garmon for 
more than 20 years. 

Ann said her husband is 
fond of saying: “There’s only 
two people who knew Marie 
— the people who liked her 
and the people who loved her,” 
Ann Ward said. “She’s just a 
great person.” 

“She [Garmon] had the abil¬ 
ity to make people feel impor¬ 
tant,” Mike Ward said. 

Across Lawrenceburg and 
on social media websites, pink 
and green ribbons with a silver 
“M” in the center served first 
as symbol of hope that Marie 
would recover from the mas¬ 
sive injuries she sustained, 
then as prayerful remem¬ 
brances of her life. 

Austin Lindzy, a high 
schooler at Anderson County 
High School, was wearing one 
at Marie’s visitation in support 
of Marie’s son John Paul, with 
whom he plays sports at the 
high school. 

Other mourners wore them 
while waiting in line to pay 
their respects, and each of the 
35 mailboxes where the Gar¬ 
mons live in The Gardens dis¬ 


played the ribbons as well. 

The outpouring of support 
didn’t end there. Asked last 
week by The Anderson News 
how the community could 
help, Garmon’s father, Jerry 
Crawford, suggested donations 
be made the local food pantry. 

David Montgomery, who 
operates Open Hands Food 
Pantry, said the donations of 
food and money have been 
significant. 

Montgomery said a good 
deal of food donations have 
been brought in so far, along 
with cash donations totaling 
nearly $4,000. 

“It’s tremendous and a real 
blessing for us,” he said. “There 
is a great need.” 

About $3,000 of that total 
came from donations collected 
at the annual Bourbon Festival 
in Bardstown. 

Hurst, Garmon’s cousin, is 
a part-time employee at Wild 
Turkey Distillery and said the 
proceeds from two Wild Tur¬ 
key baskets raffled off at the 
festival were given to Open 
Hands. 

The Rev. Jim Wheeler of 
First Christian Church called 
the outpouring “incredible.” 

“I was just so amazed and 
blessed by the response from 
the community and her 


friends,” Wheeler said Mon¬ 
day afternoon. “[When Marie 
was in the hospital] on Friday, 
there were probably around 
60 folks who just stayed at the 
hospital... not just family and 
friends. It was a very emotion¬ 
al time.” 

Wheeler described Garmon 
as “a loving mother, wife and 
daughter.” 

“She was always there for 
you. She was very giving and 
there wasn’t a selfish bone in 
her body.” 

Byrne, the Hospice co-work¬ 
er, said she hired Garmon in 
2001 and that she has always 
been very special to her. 

“A visit from Marie just 
brightened everyone’s day,” 
Byrne said. “She was so good at 
what she did. She was always 
so positive and motivated. 

“Even though we deal with 
death and dying every day, this 
has been very difficult for our 
staff. It’s such a traumatic loss.” 

Byrne said the pink and 
green ribbons were the idea 
of Candi Broughton, the nurs¬ 
ing supervisor at the Hospice 
office in Frankfort. 

“She worked with Marie 
for 11 years,” Byrne said. “The 
Hospice staff wore them to the 
hospital when they went to 
visit Marie, then friends and 


family there wanted them. It 
kind of went viral.” 

Wheeler acknowledged the 
Garmon’s death has been very 
difficult for people who knew 
and loved her. 

“One of the things I said at 
the service was there are three 
ways how we cannot allow her 
death to be in vain,” Wheeler 
said. 

“We can love like she loved, 
we can give like she gave and 
we can make everyone who 
comes into our presence feel 
special like she did.” 

Garmon was a daughter 
of Jerry D. and Sallie Ripy 
Crawford of Lawrenceburg, 
and granddaughter of the late 
Stanley and Margaret Craw¬ 
ford and E.W. and Nita Ripy Jr. 

She was a 1987 graduate of 
Anderson County High School, 
attended Western Kentucky 
University, and a graduate of 
Midway College with a degree 
in nursing. 

She is also survived by her 
husband of 15 years, David 
K. Garmon; two children, 

John Paul and Marlie Forbes 
Garmon; and a brother, Jay E. 
Crawford (Cathy) of Lawrence¬ 
burg.

Lower speed limit on 
Versailles Road now 

Possible solution for business license dilemma offered 

C olumn as I see ’em... 

Reducing the speed limit on Versailles Road isn’t going to 
bring back Marie Garmon or the other two women killed on 
that road last fall. 

It isn’t going to un-injure the woman whose car was rear-ended 
this summer, or any of the others hurt in the mounting number 
of accidents on that road. 

But it needs to happen, and it needs to happen now. 
Judge-Executive John Wayne Conway said he has 
already requested that the speed limit be lowered at 
least through the congested portion of that road, and 
eventually wants it reduced all the way to the river. 

That decision isn’t his, though. It rests with the for¬ 
mulas and whatever else state Department of Trans¬ 
portation officials use when determining how fast 
people can drive on a given roadway. 

Frankly, I don’t care about formulas, traffic stud¬ 
ies, population studies or anything else. Lowering the 
speed limit on Versailles Road boils down to noth¬ 
ing more than common sense. Along with a trailer 

park, subdivisions and a 
steady stream of drive¬ 
ways, the road provides 
access to a gravel and asphalt plant 
that attracts thousands of trucks 
each year. 

Some of those trucks, as do many 
cars, pay little regard to the speed 
limit as they blaze a trail to and 
from those plants or their jobs in 
Lexington. 

Will lowering the speed limit 
make a difference? Yes, but only if 
those who drive on the road obey, or 
are forced to obey, the law. 

Here’s hoping DOT officials add a good dose of common sense 
to their formulas and lower the limit, and that police are tougher 
than a $2 steak when it comes to enforcement. 

We’ve seen enough tragedy on that road to last several life¬ 
times already, and not reducing the speed limit will be inexcus¬ 
able. 

S peaking of doing the right thing, I’ve been torn over the latest 
effort by the fiscal court to deal with its seemingly endless 
business license problems. 

In a recent meeting during which magistrates pondered how 
to more fairly impose the tax, I could have stood and applauded 
when Magistrate David Ruggles brought up doing away with 
it, saying it flies in the face of capitalism to tax someone brave 
enough to start and operate a business. 

My enthusiasm sank a bit, though, when he reminded the 
court that doing away with the tax would require property own¬ 
ers to make up the difference in revenue. 

It’s clear from my ramblings in this space that I’m no fan of 
taxes, be they personal, property or anything else. At best I’ll 
begrudgingly say they are a necessary evil. 

Yet in this case I’m leaning toward leaving the business license 
tax in place, and not because I pay property taxes but the com¬ 
pany I work for pays for the paper’s business license. 

That tax certainly isn’t business-friendly in a community 
starving for more businesses, but it does offer local businesses at 
least a little protection from those who swoop in from the outside 
to make a quick buck. 

For instance, a company from outside of Anderson County bid¬ 
ding to put a roof on your home must purchase a business license, 
just like companies from here. 

If they don’t or simply refuse, they can be sent packing by the 
county’s (or city’s) code enforcement officer, leaving the work 
open for a local contractor. 

Trouble is, given the limited ability the county has in place to 
enforce the tax, catching those outsiders borders on impossible. 

Complicating matters even more is the simple fact that many, 
many local business owners either don’t know or care that they 
need a license and don’t bother getting one. 

That, too, has to change if this tax is kept in place, and doing 
so will require more than yet another tweak to the law that was 
updated just last year. 

It will also require hiring someone at least part-time to perform 
the job, which seems fiscally foolish being that the tax generates 
a paltry $60,000 a year for the fiscal court. 

Or does it? The city council’s business license tax generates 
double that amount and is levied against only businesses operat¬ 
ing within city limits. 

If fully enforced, it stands to reason the fiscal court should be 
able to generate at least that much if not more, and could use a 
chunk of that increase to comfortably pay a part-time employee 
while still coming out ahead. 

That’s certainly a better plan than raising property taxes, and 
at least gives those already paying for a license a measure of con¬ 
fidence that dozens or even hundreds of other business owners 
are being made to do the same.

Proposed business not compatible 
with history of Mill Creek Pike area 


To the editor: 

he intent of the agri¬ 
cultural (A-l) zoning 
district is to preserve, 
promote and protect the 
rural character of the land 
and significant natural fea¬ 
tures. It is also to promote 
the general welfare, safety, 
and lessen traffic congestion 
for the citizens of Anderson 
County. 

On Thursday, Sept. 20 at 7 
p.m., there is a public hear¬ 
ing held by the Anderson 
County Board of Zoning 
Adjustment. A request for 
a Conditional Use Permit 
within an A-l agricultural 
zoning district was initiated 
by the purchaser of a large 
farm, which divided the his¬ 
torical Bond Estate that pre¬ 
dates the Civil War era. The 
purchased farmland includes 
the Bond family cemetery. 

The request for the Con¬ 
ditional Use Permit is for a 
real estate and construction 
business/office. It appears 
that the office building has 
already been built on the 
farm next to Bond’s historic 
antebellum house off Mill 
Creek Pike. 

The new driveway is 
located off a section of the 
state road that is known 
to have precarious safety 
issues related to a very steep 
hill with blind spots and 


tight S curves. Many of the 
neighbors that have made 
this area their home have 
recently encountered large 
construction trucks, and are 
concerned for their safety 
along this narrow road with 
no defined shoulders. 

The Bond Estate House 
and Mill Creek Pike, which 
use to be called “Bonds Mill” 
road, is within walking dis¬ 
tance from the Four Roses 
Distillery. 

Last week, Four Roses 
Distillery celebrated a grand 
opening of its multi-million 
dollar visitor center and is 
expecting 50,000 national, 
international and interstate 
visitors yearly. This contrib¬ 
utes significantly to our state 
and local economy. Many 
of these visitors leave the 
distillery and drive along 
the scenic Mill Creek Pike 
because of it natural beauty 
and rural farm land. Equally 
important are the Anderson 
county residents who also 
travel these rural roads, and 
have for many generations, 
to enjoy the beauty and soli¬ 
tude of the Salt River at Rice 
Crossings. 

Many days, children and 
others are seen fishing off 
the bridge next to the distill¬ 
ery dam on Mill Creek Pike. 

This area needs to be pre¬ 
served for Anderson County 
citizens and future genera¬ 


tions. Presently, the zoning 
ordinances cannot stop the 
development of residential 
homes. However, it can and 
should stop the development 
of businesses that are not 
compatible with the current 
road structure, the aesthetics 
of the agricultural lands, the 
recreational use of the Salt 
River, and the significant his¬ 
torical value in the area. This 
is a treasure to all Anderson 
county residents. 

If this Conditional Use 
Permit is approved, it will 
forever impair the integrity 
and character of our rural 
community that is enjoyed 
by many individuals. Hope¬ 
fully, the zoning board will 
rule in favor of promoting 
the overall safety for its citi¬ 
zens, the visitors that come 
into our community, and to 
preserve what we currently 
have. 

The zoning board should 
not approve Conditional Use 
permits for businesses that 
are not compatible in agri¬ 
culture districts. They should 
be required to be developed 
or stay within districts that 
are zoned for business. Com¬ 
munity interests, safety and 
green space preservation 
should be the priority.

As fall approaches, so does apple harvest 


A s our garden harvests 
wind down there 
is another crop just 
getting into full swing. In 
today’s world, with grocery 
stores stocking their produce 
isles with almost 
everything all 
year round, it’s 
difficult to know 
when the real 
seasons occur. So 
let me announce 
right now to one 
and all, it’s apple 
season. 

I love apples. I 
love them fresh, 
in sauce, juiced 
and fermented. I 
love them with 
nuts and caramel and even 
cheese. Tart or sweet, they’re 
good to eat, and healthy, too. 
One apple contains about 120 
calories along with a whole 
host of vitamins and nutri¬ 
ents. They are also a good 
source of fiber, which, in 
polite terms, helps keep you 
regular. They also help you 
burn calories. 

I was researching apples 
the other day for a display at 
the library and found out all 
kinds of useful and interest¬ 
ing information. For instance, 
did you know that the Beat¬ 
les named their record com¬ 
pany after the Granny Smith 
apple? OK, maybe that’s not 
so useful, but it is interesting. 

Not all of our apples came 
from Johnny Appleseed, and 
today there are over 2,000 


varieties. We don’t have that 
many in the stores, but we 
all have our favorites. Some 
of us prefer the sweet, some 
the tart. My favorite is the 
Honeycrisp. That apple is so 
sweet, it’s almost like candy. 

Before he passed, my 
friend Marshal taught me 
a lot about growing apples 
in Kentucky. Primarily, that 
deer love them. He grew 
the best apples in Anderson 
County because he knew 
what types to grow here 
and when to prune, spray 
and pick. The electric fence 
helped with the deer prob¬ 
lem. 

I wish I could grow apples 
here on the farm. Years ago 
I tried, but I have way too 
many cedar trees. Cedar 
apple rust was just too tough 
to fight. I love to pick them 
though. 

Every year, for as long as 
I can remember, I’ve picked 
apples to eat, dry and make 
sauce. When living in Ari¬ 
zona (yes, they grow apples 
in northern Arizona) I’d get a 
bushel and then call home to 
Indiana. Grandma made the 
best applesauce in the world 
and I would call and she 
would tell me what to do. We 
both loved it. 

Now, I drive up to Indiana 
for a family outing to the 
local orchard. 

The orchard shed/store 
has already picked and filled 
bushel baskets and they line 
the walls and floor. When 


you walk inside, the smell 
is absolutely wonderful. I 
gather by the peck and mix 
and match the varieties I 
want. Of course, no trip is 
complete without a purchase 
of several jugs of cider. You 
can freeze it. 

I dry some for snacks and 
pies, save some for fresh eat¬ 
ing, and I make applesauce. 
Lots of applesauce. I love the 
stuff. I also give it as Christ¬ 
mas gifts along with other 
treats from the pantry. If 
you’ve never made it, you 
really should start a family 
ritual yourselves. It’s not a 
lot of work (if you buy an 
apple peeler/corer) and it 
makes the kitchen smell deli¬ 
cious. Just be sure to wash 
the apples very well, even if 
they’re organic. 

Now, look around your 
place and see if you have a 
spot for a few apple trees. 
Stop into the library to see 
what varieties do well in 
Kentucky, and start digging 
holes. 

You can create your own 
orchard and years of family 
memories. Until then, find 
an orchard near you or get 
to the store. The cold and flu 
season is about to descend 
upon us and you know what 
they say, an apple a day 
keeps the doctor away. Happy 
growing.

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Background offered on school district s long range plan 


T he Anderson County 
Board of Education 
recently approved a 
draft of the proposed Ander¬ 
son County 
Schools long range 
plan (LRP) that 
guides and pri¬ 
oritizes possible 
building and facil¬ 
ity improvements 
within the district 
for the next four 
years. 

The Kentucky 
Educational 
Reform Act man¬ 
dated that districts 
develop a LRP 
every four years in order to 
provide equitable education 
opportunities for all students 
within the school district and 
across the state. 702 KAR 1:001, 
a Kentucky Administrative 
Regulation, creates implemen¬ 
tation guidelines for the dis¬ 
trict’s LRP. 

This plan is a guide for pro¬ 
posed expenditures if money 
becomes available from the 
state’s School Facilities Con¬ 
struction Commission. The 
items included in the LRP 
are not guaranteed to receive 
funding but must be listed in 
order to be eligible for new 
funding possibilities that could 


be offered from the state. 

The committee began work 
Feb. 27 under the guidance of 
Larry Woods, Kentucky School 
Board Association facilitator. 
Woods provided everyone with 
background on the process and 
requirements described in 702 
KAR 1:001 including require¬ 
ments to advertise meetings 
and forums in the local paper. 

The committee contin¬ 
ued work on March 12 when 
fiscal agent Chris Bowling 
discussed facility financing 
and revenues available for 
debt service as well as the fac¬ 
tors that affect bonding. He 
explained what funds may be 
used for financing building 
and renovation projects as well 
as offers of assistance from 
the state in the form of School 
Facilities Construction Funds. 
Each school also presented 
their facility needs as well as a 
“wish list” should funding be 
available. 

Sherman Carter Barnhart 
architects assisted the com¬ 
mittee by describing possible 
needs based on their district 
walk-through. Items such as 
ADA compliance, air quality 
and lighting standards were 
among many needs identified 
in existing facilities. 

Following this meeting 


the first of three community 
forums was held, allowing for 
input from anyone in the com¬ 
munity who wanted to address 
the committee on their facility 
concerns. 

During the next meeting 
April 19, district staff shared 
important considerations as 
they related to curriculum and 
instruction. 

Floor plans were provided 
by Sherman Carter Barnhart 
designating the areas in each 
existing facility that would 
fall under criteria for the 
Long Range Plan. Using the 
general template provided by 
the Kentucky Department of 
Education Division of District 
Support-District Facilities 
Branch the committee created 
a draft plan which included 
many of the items in the final 
plan. Each need identified 
was organized so that priority 
projects were listed in the first 
biennium. 

As mandated under KAR, 
some items are designated as 
Management Support Areas 
which allows them to be built 
and any time during the four 
year cycle when money is 
available. The final categories 
of projects are known as dis¬ 
cretionary projects. These are 
projects that may only be built 


with facilities monies after the 
other unmet needs are met. 
The list created by the com¬ 
mittee was quite extensive. 

This was encouraged since 
these projects may only be 
approved by the Kentucky 
Department of Education if 
they are the Long Range Plan. 
Immediately following this 
meeting another public forum 
was held where the first draft 
of the plan was shared and 
public input was allowed. 

The LPC held one final 
public forum on May 14. That 
same evening the commit¬ 
tee reviewed the entire draft 
which included details and 
estimated costs for each of the 
potential projects as prepared 
by Sherman Carter Barnhart 
architects. The committee 
members present voted unani¬ 
mously to approve the Long 
Range Plan. The Kentucky 
Department of Education gave 
feedback on the plan request¬ 
ing a few clarifications includ¬ 
ing enrollment numbers and 
a rational for the additional 
classrooms for Sparrow Early 
Childhood Center. Those revi¬ 
sions were completed over 
the summer. While the plan 
appears to approve funding for 
some exciting projects there 
are several things to remem¬ 


ber about the four-year facil¬ 
ity plan. 

First, creating the plan does 
not guarantee that funding 
will be provided. 

Second, approval of the plan 
does not obligate the district 
to complete any projects. The 
Board of Education makes 
final decisions if and when 
funding is becomes available. 
Finally, items not on the plan 
will not be approved by KDE.

Research Center reported just last 
week that median household income 
declined by 4.1 percent. The poverty 
rate rose to 15.2 percent and the num¬ 
ber of families with at least one unem¬ 
ployed member doubled during the 
two years of recovery post-recession. 

The Pew report closed its mostly 
negative findings by saying, “Much 
like an unwelcome dinner guest who 
does not know when it is time to leave, 
the Great Recession seems blissfully 
unaware that it was declared over in 
June 2009.” 

Not too many people are blissfully 
ignorant of the immediate impact of 
these statistics, however. 

Some sacrifices are larger than oth¬ 


ers; however, pennies off grocery bills 
can make all the difference for some 
residents. 

One Anderson News reader, Lisa,

unemployed, and they are trying to 
“pick up the pieces” themselves by 
paying off the minimum balance of 


their credit card bills and foregoing 
visits to fast-food restaurants, except 
on occasion. 

A small sacrifice, maybe. 

But maybe 
enough to satisfy 
the hungry post¬ 
recession beast. 

For now. 

Moving tangen¬ 
tially from the 
economy, I’d like to 
take a few sentenc¬ 
es and express my 
indignation over 
the anti-Muslim 
sentiments being 
expressed following 
the tragic death of U.S. Ambassador 
Chris Stevens. 

To generalize and stereotype an 


entire religion, culture and people 
by the actions of a few is completely 
unfair and unacceptable, and makes 
me wonder whether we are as enlight¬ 
ened as our society is inclined to 
believe.

After nearly a month of 
looking at a large stinking pile 
of trash and debris just feet 
from his residence on Beaver 
Lake Road, George Marcus had 
had enough. 

A Lexington resident who 
calls Beaver Lake his second 
home, Marcus raised a ruckus, 
made phone calls and by Mon¬ 
day, all of that junk was gone. 

The mess was created last 
month when an Ohio com¬ 
pany cleaned out a house that 
was foreclosed on at 1333 Bea¬ 
ver Lake Road. But instead of 
hauling away a small moun¬ 
tain of debris that included 
everything from trash to 
children’s clothing and toys, 
the company literally piled it 
up in the driveway and left it 
to stink. 

“It’s not only a fire hazard, 
it’s a health hazard and looks 
like the start of a city dump,” 
Marcus said. 

“When it gets around 90, it 
stinks.” 

The company, Safeguard 
Properties out of Valley View, 
Ohio, was hired by the mort¬ 
gage company that foreclosed 
on the home to clean it out. 

Contacted Friday to ask 
why workers threw the debris 
in the driveway and have left 
it behind for nearly a month, a 
spokesperson said she couldn’t 
answer that question. 

“I don’t know,” the spokes¬ 
person said Friday after¬ 
noon. “My job is to resolve 
things. That debris should be 
removed today or tomorrow. 

“I’ve talked to our folks who 
manage these things and it’s 
being accelerated.” 

Marcus said a work crew 
arrived Saturday and hauled 
away some of the junk and 
finished the job Sunday.

Judges hear appeal in Waddy man’s penis amputation case

The man who sued his sur¬ 
geon and lost when he said the 
doctor had no right to amputate 
his penis has taken his case to 
the state’s appellate process in a 
case that could have significant 
ramifications in medical proce¬ 
dure. 

Oral arguments were heard 
last Tuesday at the Kentucky 
Court of Appeals in the case of 
Phillip Seaton, 65, of Waddy vs. 
his urologist, Dr. John Patterson 
of Frankfort. 

Seaton, wearing a long gray 
ponytail, sat with his wife, Debo¬ 
rah, and did not speak as his 
attorney, Kevin George, and Pat¬ 
terson’s counsel, Clay Robinson, 
argued before a two-judge panel 
of Janet Stumbo and Donna 


Dixon. The panel was to have 
included Judge Michael Caper- 
ton, but he went to the wrong 
courthouse. 

George argued that, during 
the trial in August 2011, Shelby 
Circuit Judge Charles Hickman 
did not give sufficiently specific 
instructions to the jury. 

That panel of six men and 
six women deliberated for more 
than an hour before ruling 
unanimously that Patterson 
acted appropriately when he 
amputated the organ during a 
procedure in 2007 at Jewish Hos¬ 
pital Shelby ville. 

Patterson was performing a 
circumcision on Seaton because 
of an infected foreskin, but 
when he found cancer, Patter¬ 
son, who is employed at Com¬ 
monwealth Urology in Frank¬ 
fort, amputated instead, leaving 


Seaton to awaken to a devastat¬ 


ing situation. 

Patterson’s primary defense 
at the trial was that Seaton had 
signed a consent form, which 
states that a doctor has the right 
to deviate from a planned pro¬ 
cedure if something unforeseen 
is encountered during the pro¬ 
cedure. 

George told the court Tuesday 
that the key issue, which makes 
the case important to the gener¬ 
al public and future cases, is the 
question of how much power the 
consent form gives doctors. 

“Everybody knows you can’t 
take the consent form liter¬ 
ally,” he said. “If that’s the case, 
you could go in to have a mole 
removed and have your leg cut 
off. This is an important case 
because that form is used all the 


Robinson told the panel of 
judges the same thing he had 
told the jury during the trial last 
year, that Patterson did the right 
thing by cutting off the diseased 
organ, because Seaton had Stage 
2 penile cancer. 

“Patterson had a decision to 
make; he didn’t remove a penis, 
he removed infected, dead, 
necrotic tissue,” Robinson said. 

The judges asked occasional 
questions of the attorneys, and 
Stumbo asked Robinson why 
Patterson didn’t stop the proce¬ 
dure and wake the patient up or 
at least go out into the waiting 
room to consult his wife. 

“He did not check to see if 
Mrs. Patterson was in the wait¬ 
ing room, is that correct?” she 
asked. 

“That is correct,” Robinson 
said.

School board to take comments on $23M facility plan

The Board of Education 
will hold a rescheduled public 
hearing Sept. 26 at 5:30 p.m. at 
central office on its proposed 
facility plan for the Anderson 
County school district. 

After approving a $23 mil¬ 
lion draft facilities plan in 
May the board of education 
postponed a scheduled public 
hearing on the facility plan in 
June. 

The draft facilities plan, 
which examines improve¬ 
ments, new construction and 


renovations for the Anderson 
County school district over the 
next four years, outlined sever¬ 
al capital construction projects 
given priority to be completed 
from 2012-14: 

• $5 million in technol¬ 
ogy, building renovations 
and equipment for Anderson 
County High School 

• $700,000 for a six classroom 
addition to the new Ezra B. 
Sparrow Early Childhood Cen¬ 
ter 

• $2.5 million in renovations 
for the Anderson County 
Middle School 


• $75,000 in upgrades for 
Robert B. Turner Elementary 

• $150,000 in upgrades for 
Saffell Street Elementary 

• $25,000 in upgrades for 
Emma B. Ward Elementary 

Other projects scheduled in 
the district facility plan to be 
completed after 2014 include 
a $6.9 million new Phoenix 
Academy to hold 150 students; 
$300,000 for major renovations 
to Saffell Street Elementary; 
$1.3 million bus garage; $6 new 
multi-purpose athletic field 
house and natatorium; and 
$200,000 for an agricultural 


training/show pavilion. 

According to a legal notice 
published in The Anderson 
News advertising the hearing, 
the facility plan is composed 
of “pending capital construc¬ 
tion and/or renovation proj¬ 
ects that the school district 
may undertake, and the pri¬ 
ority order, if applicable and 
provided funding becomes 
available, that projects will be 
initiated.” 

Copies of the proposed dis¬ 
trict facility plan are available 
at the board office, located at 
1160 Bypass North, Lawrence- 


burg, between 8 a.m. and 4 
p.m. Monday through Thurs¬ 
day, and from 8 a.m. until 3:30 
p.m. on Friday. 

The proposed plan is also 
available on the district 
website at www.anderson. 
kyschools.us. 

The current plan was 
unanimously approved by 14 
members of a 19-person com¬ 
mittee that includes district 
employees and residents. 

The Anderson County 
school district central office is 
located at 1160 Bypass North 
off US 127. 


Training center move delayed 
as board learns nearly half of 
students get free/reduced lunch

The Board of Education 
unanimously tabled its deci¬ 
sion Monday night regarding 
the relocation of the Regional 
Training Center to Saffell 
Street Elemen¬ 
tary from its 
current home 
at the former 
Early Child¬ 
hood Center, 
now the Chris¬ 
tian Academy 
of Lawrence¬ 
burg. 

The Regional 
Training Center 
requested that it remain at 
126 North Main St. and rent 
its space from the Christian 
Academy of Lawrenceburg for 
$12,000 per year, or that it be 
allowed to stay at its current 
location until June 30,2013, 
to accommodate its training 
schedule. 

If the board were to relo¬ 
cate RTC staff to Saffell Street 
Elementary, there would not 
be a suitable space to conduct 
training sessions, RTC Director 
Phyllis Hall told the board on 
Monday night. 

Board Chairman Roger 
McDowell expressed concerns 
about “being good stewards” of 
funds if the RTC were to rent 
from the Academy as opposed 
to moving to available space at 
Saffell Street. 

Hall said renting meeting 
space for training elsewhere 
would cost more than rent¬ 


ing from the Academy, which 
would save money. 

McDowell requested more 
information be brought to the 
board at its October meeting 
before it made a final decision. 

“I want to make the best 
financial deci¬ 
sion,” McDowell 
said. 

Board mem¬ 
ber James 
Sargent also 
requested that 
Superintendent 
Sheila Mitchell 
look into pro¬ 
viding meeting 
space at central 
office, if available and if it 
meets the training center’s 
needs, for the RTC to use. 

District numbers on free 
or reduced lunch 

Director of Student Ser¬ 
vices Derek Shouse reported 
the current numbers of stu¬ 
dents who qualify for free or 
reduced lunch in the district, 
with the overall district at 
45.33 percent of students who 
have applied for and qualify 
for free or reduced-cost meals. 

According to Shouse, stu¬ 
dents and their families still 
had a few days to apply for 
free or reduced lunch as of 
Monday night’s meeting. 

(See chart for school-by¬ 
school percentages). 

According to the Kentucky 
Department of Education 
website, school districts across 
the state may participate in 


the National School Lunch 
program and receive cash 
subsidies and USDA foods 
from the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture for each meal it 
serves. In return, the district 
must provide free or reduced- 
cost meals to eligible children 
and serve lunches that meet 
federal requirements. 

District enrollment up 
for first time in three years 

Shouse also reported that 
the district’s student enroll¬ 
ment has shown positive 
growth for the first time since 
the 2009-10 school year. 

Anderson County district 
enrollment increased by about 
0.24 percent since last year, 


adding nine students for a 
total of 3,776 students for the 
2012-13 school year. 

Shouse said enrollment is 
measured and compared after 
the tenth day of school and at 
the end of the year, and that 
enrollment is often difficult to 
measure because of the fluc¬ 
tuation in student numbers 
throughout the year.

Fire rips through wrestling ring business

A fire at Monster Rings 
and Cages, located at 1020 
Cable Court near General 
Cable, destroyed the con¬ 
tents of the local business on 
Wednesday night, with the 
cause of the fire still under 
investigation by Kentucky 
State Police. 

The Anderson County 
Fire Department responded 
around 7:15 p.m. on Sept. 12. 
Anderson County Fire Chief 
Mike Barnes said firefighters 
had to fight the blaze defen¬ 
sively, spraying water from 
the outside in. 

“The smoke was so thick 
and the heat so high, we 
weren’t able to get guys in 
safely,” Barnes said, adding 
that a storage facility stor¬ 


ing torch gases, propane and 
other explosive gases added 
another danger in battling 
the fire. 

According to the com¬ 
pany’s website, Monster 
Rings and Cages began con¬ 
structing wrestling rings in 
Lawrenceburg in 1988, and 
manufactured custom mixed 
martial arts cages, boxing 
rings, wrestling rings, exer¬ 
cise equipment and other 
products. 

The facility’s 10,400 square 
foot metal building suffered 
heavy structural damage, 
Barnes said, with most con¬ 
tents lost to the fire. 

No one was seriously 
injured in the fire, Barnes 
said, but one firefighter was 
transported to Frankfort 
medical center for non life- 
threatening, minor injuries. 


Investigators for the busi¬ 
ness’s insurance company, a 
Kentucky State Police fire 
investigator and a mechani¬ 
cal engineer surveyed the 
damage with Barnes to deter¬ 
mine what started the fire, 
but as of press time, investi¬ 
gators have not pinpointed 
cause. 

Anderson County fire, 
Lawrenceburg city fire, 
Frankfort city fire, Ander¬ 
son County EMS, sheriff’s 
office and Kentucky State 
Police responded to the 
scene. Woodford County fire 
department also assisted in 
helping to cover the city 
and county while Anderson 
County units responded to 
the fire.

City council gives final 
noa to tax rate increase

The city council voted 4-0 at 
its special-called meeting Mon¬ 
day afternoon to approve a 3.4 
percent increase in real prop¬ 
erty taxes for 2012-2013. 

Council member Sandy Good- 
lett made the first motion to 
approve the tax rate, with Larry 
Giles seconding the motion. 
Council members Steve Rucker 
and Ken Evans were absent 
from Monday’s special-called 
meeting. 

The compensating rate, at 
$1.84 per $1,000 assessed value 
for real property, adds $6 per tax 
bill for homeowners with prop¬ 
erty assessed at $100,000. The 
rate for personal property taxes, 
set at $3,037 per $1,000 assessed 
value, is a 7.9 percent increase 
from last year’s personal prop¬ 
erty rate at $2.82 per $1,000. 

The new property tax rates 
will produce $38,000 surplus for 
the city for a total of $1.07 mil¬ 
lion in real and personal prop¬ 


erty tax revenue. 

Real property assessments for 
the city declined by $1.4 million, 
according to property valuation 
data. 

The city of Lawrenceburg 
budgeted $1.01 million in needed 
tax revenue to sustain its $3,156 
million budget, calculated based 
on the compensating rate. 

The motor vehicle tax rate 
remains fixed at $2.99 per 
$100,000 assessed value, which 
will produce $126,682 in rev¬ 
enue. 

Other taxing districts in the 
county, such as the fiscal court, 
health board, library, school 
board and fire district, either 
lowered or kept their tax rates 
flat for the upcoming fiscal 
year. These taxing districts ben- 
efitted from tens of millions in 
tax base growth because of Wild 
Turkey Distillery’s expansion, 
which did not figure into calcu¬ 
lations of the city’s tax base.

The people

niscient of their Incan 
relatives of the past. The 
women wear very bright 
colored dresses and the 
men typically wear 
fancy hats. 

Nearly everyone 
grows their own food in 
the form of cattle, sheep, 
goats and chickens. 

I ate my first guinea 
pig a few days ago. 
Spiritually, what’s on my 
mind this week is the 
element of God’s bless¬ 
ings. God has blessed me 
to be able to come and 
work for the Ecuador¬ 
ian people, even though 
I am a terrible sinner. I 
recognize I cannot earn 


my salvation, but faith 
without works is dead. 

God blesses us in so 
many ways, and it is of 
utmost importance for 
us to return those bless¬ 
ings as we can. 

The people here 
are very happy that I 
have come to help and 
consider my presence a 
blessing. 

I, on the other hand, 
consider God allowing 
me to come and spend 
time in thought, work 
and worship a blessing 
to me. There is no end 
to God’s blessings that 
we as sinners do not 
deserve. 

A final thought about 
my first week here: the 
lives Ecuadorians lead 
are so much different 
than ours.

Bearcat boys’ 
soccer situation 
a puzzling one 

Hopefully kids can move 
forward with success 

S ometimes you just don’t know 
what to believe. 

And those times when you 
dig a little deeper for more infor¬ 
mation and things get even more 
confusing? You count to 
10, or whatever number 
suits you, take a deep 
breath, then realize you 
really aren’t any closer 
to knowing all the facts 
than you were when you 
got started. 

Such is the recent 
turn of events involving 

the boys’ soccer program Herndon 
at Anderson County 
High School. S P° rtseditor 

Here’s what we know 
for sure: Head coach 
Mike Brody, who had only been 
hired a short time before official 
fall practice started July 15, resigned 
his position last Monday. Anderson 
County school Superintendent Sheila 
Mitchell confirmed that to my 
Anderson News colleague Meaghan 
Downs last week. 

The fact that he stepped down 
during the middle of the season in 
itself is enough to raise questions. 

We also know that before he 
stepped aside, the Anderson team 
had compiled a 6-3-0 record against 
a schedule that was very similar to 
the ones the Bearcats played over 
the past several years. They had 
clinched the No. 2 seed in the 30th 
District Tournament with a 2-1 dis¬ 
trict record, the only loss being an 
overtime setback to Collins, a team 
that has since cracked the state’s top 
10 . 

For now, at least, that’s about it. 
Brody called The Anderson News 
office last Monday afternoon, advis¬ 
ing that I should attend a special 
meeting of the Board of Education 
that night. Because of a prior com¬ 
mitment, I was not able to do so, but 
Downs attended and, after a closed 
session of the board, witnessed Brody 
turning in his keys and some equip¬ 
ment to Mitchell. 

In the meantime, Downs con¬ 
tacted me by text message and I met 
Brody at The Anderson News office. 
He shared his side of the story, said 
some good things about the program 
and leveled some serious allegations 
as well. 

In the end, Brody said he did 
nothing wrong and was “crushed” 
and “heart-broken” over the turn of 
events. 

I have only known Brody since 
early August and that has just been 
in a professional manner. 

What I can say is that Brody, a 
paraprofessional who lives near 
Louisville, has been one of the best I 
have ever dealt - any sport - at sup¬ 
plying information to The Anderson 
News and getting back with me 
when I dropped him an e-mail. 

I wish him nothing but the best. 
However, I also know I am not 
around any athletic program all the 
time. 

I had heard rumblings of dis¬ 
content around the Bearcat soccer 
program, almost from day one of 
Brody’s tenure. They came from peo¬ 
ple I know and respect and have no 
reason to doubt either. In the interest 
of fairness, I contacted several close 
to the program to see if any could, or 
would, offer a viewpoint counter to 
the coach’s. 

Understandably, with an athletic 
team largely made up of minor 
children being the focus, none 
wanted to talk on the record. What 
I learned was off the record from 
people whom I have always felt 
were straight with me and I assured 
those who talked that what they said 
would remain off the record. 

Suffice it to say the picture paint¬ 
ed was vastly different than the one 
I had previously heard. 

I will interject that I did not talk 
with anyone from the school system 
regarding the issue. They can’t talk 
about personnel matters, other than 
to confirm the resignation, so why 
bother? 

With little information that can 
be substantiated, we’ll not visit the 
finger pointing. My personal jour¬ 
nalistic standard and that of The 
Anderson News simply will not 
allow that. Obviously, if something 
comes to light that can be verified, 
we will take a look again. 

In the meantime, the Bearcats -

In tournament for¬ 
mat, the shootout came 
into play, but Central 
Hardin scored on its first 
four kicks while Ander¬ 
son only made the one 
of its first three. 

“It was really a hard- 
fought game as the girls 
really were into this one 
mentally, cheering and 
really supporting each 
other,” Earnest said. 

Last Wednesday, how¬

Carmichael, Puckett 
combine to lead team 
to third straight win

HARRODSBURG - The 
makings of Anderson Coun¬ 
ty’s 48-7 thrashing of Mercer 
County might have been bud¬ 
ding long before the Bearcats 
opened football practice in 
July. 

Try seven years. Repeat, 
SEVEN years. 

“We have been playing 
together since the third 
grade,” Anderson quarterback 
Zachary Carmichael said 
after he had thrown three 
touchdown passes to Dusty 
Puckett in less than 11 min¬ 
utes Friday night. 

The sophomores hooked up 
on the routine like a 15-yarder 
that opened the scoring less 
than four minutes in last Fri¬ 
day. They connected on the 
spectacular, such as a 65-yard 
bomb that saw Puckett race 
behind the Titan defense, 
then haul in Carmichael’s 
perfectly-placed bomb with¬ 
out breaking stride. That one, 
midway through the first 
quarter, put the Bearcats 
ahead to stay at 14-7. 

Then they connected 
on a 24-yard rainbow that 
might have come from the 
youth league Colts’ play book 
early in the second period. 
Carmichael scrambled, then 
unleashed a looping throw 
that Puckett, all alone in the 


end zone, strolled under for 
the catch. Anderson’s third 
straight victory was never in 
doubt afterward. 

Even though the Bearcats 
botched the extra point 
attempt, they still led 20-7 
and were on their way to a 
special night on the Mercer 
field. The 41-point margin 
was Anderson’s largest mar¬ 
gin of victory in the old rival 
since a 44-0 thrashing in 
1992, long before the merger 
of Harrodsburg and Mercer 
County. 

“Mercer caught us on a 
night when we were hitting 
on all cylinders,” said Ander¬ 
son coach Mark Peach. 

The Bearcats recorded 
their third straight win after 
the season-opening loss to 
Bryan Station with Carmi¬ 
chael shredding the Mercer 
defense. He did not throw 
more often than normal but 
Mercer had no answer when 
he did. Carmichael completed 
16-of-22 passes for 307 yards 
and four touchdowns. Seven 
different Anderson players 
hauled in passes. 

But the passing game was 
not the only thing shining 
for the Bearcats. The Ander¬ 
son line simply dominated. 
When Anderson had the ball, 
the offensive line gave Car¬ 
michael more than enough 
time to throw. While the 
Anderson running game was 
not dominant, it was effective 
as sophomore Chris Toomey 
scored the first two touch¬ 
downs of his career and senior 
Granville Hayes shot through 
a huge hole for a third quar¬ 
ter score. 


When Mercer had the ball, 
the Anderson defense was 
also dominant. The Titans 
fumbled the ball six times, 
losing two. While the Titans 
rushed for 146 yards, 118 
of that total came on two 
plays, a 55-yard scoring jaunt 
from James Johnson midway 
through the first quarter, 
and a 63-yard gallop by Kobe 
Ford late in the game. Ford 
coughed the ball up at the 
end of his run with Anderson 
recovering late in the fourth 


quarter. 

Simply put, Anderson 
pushed Mercer around up 
front and put the clamps on 
an explosive Mercer attack 
- especially Johnson - that 
Peach had feared. Entering 
Friday’s contest as one of 
Kentucky’s top backs and 
averaging 149 yards a contest, 
Johnson broke free for his 
long touchdown to tie things 
at 7 with 6:44 to play in the 
first quarter. 

The rest of the night, he 
netted only 10 yards. 

“Nobody had even come 
close to slowing Johnson 
down,” Peach said. “Nobody. 
We were mortified. It was a 
total team effort. I couldn’t 
be more proud of their effort 
tonight.” 

It was apparent the Bearcat 
line would be dominant from 
the outset. On the Titans’ first 
play from scrimmage, Ander¬ 
son tackle Justin Moffitt 
nailed Mercer’s Braxton Brad¬ 
shaw for a five-yard loss. 

‘They were trying to run a 
trap play,” Moffitt said. “I just 
shot through and was able to 
get to (Bradshaw) before he 
got turned.” 

It was that kind of night 
for the Bearcats. 

“We just stuck to the game 
plan,” Moffitt said. “The 
coaches came up with a good 
game plan.” 

Part of that game plan was 
to spread the wealth offen¬ 
sively. Through the Bearcats’ 
first three games, junior Ross 
Cox had been Carmichael’s 
ace in the hole, making big 
catch after big catch and set¬ 
ting a school record with a 
93-yard pass at Shelby County 
two weeks before. 

He still caught five passes 
for 109 yards against Mercer, 
but for the first time this 
year, Cox did not hit paydirt. 
Puckett took care of that. 

Junior Tristan Ashburn 


also caught a pass, a 19-yarder 
in the second period, for his 
first varsity touchdown. 

Peach said it was all part of 
the Bearcats’ plan. 

“Ross is playing at such 
a high level, people are cer¬ 
tainly going to favor him on 
defense,” Peach noted. “Zach¬ 
ary is getting better every 
game and the thing about our 
offense is that we don’t just 
throw to one person. 

“We can, but eventually, 
you are going to play some¬ 
body that is well-coached and 
they are goint to try to take 
away your best player. When 
that happens, you have got 
to make them pay. We have 
come up with some players 
that complement each other 
well.” 

Carmichael, for one, is 
happy with the selections 
offered. “Ross is a great play¬ 
er, but you can’t key on him. 
Dusty is a great player,” he 
said. 

Mercer tried to capitalize 
on one last-gasp scoring drive 
late in the first half. The 
Titans moved from their own 
35 to the Anderson 12 before 
Sam Lay tart picked off Spar¬ 
row’s pass at the five. 

Mercer never seriously 
threatened again. 

“I thought our attitude was 
right and we had a great week 
of practice this week,” Peach 
said. “I think we are getting 
better.” 

Unlike the first three 
games, there was no let up 
from the Bearcats when they 
surged ahead Friday. “We had 
talked about ‘Let’s do this four 
quarters,”’ Peach said. “Let’s 
don’t just do it one quarter or 
one half. Let’s do that from 
start to finish. We were able 
to do that tonight.”

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“You look what they did last 
year when they had that play¬ 
off win at Cooper,” Anderson 
coach Mark Peach says. “They 
are extremely well-coached. 
Dan Gooch does a phenomenal 
job.” 

Gooch’s rebuilding job at 
Montgomery seems to have 
almost taken the same road as 
Anderson’s has under Peach. 
Both schools were formidable 
in the mid- to late-90s, but 
both fell on hard times after 
the turn of the century. 

Both coaches arrived at 
their current schools in 2005 
after the programs had gone 
1-9 the year before. Both have 
turned the respective pro¬ 
grams around, although Peach 
has had more on-field success, 
making the state champion¬ 


ship game in 2011. 

Last year, the Bearcats 
defeated Montgomery twice, 
winning 31-14 in the district 
opener, then blew the Indi¬ 
ans out in the playoffs. “In 
the first game, we didn’t take 
control until the second half,” 
Peach recalls. 

The Bearcats erupted for 
17 points in the third quarter 
that night with Granville 
Hayes connecting with Ross 
Cox for a 48-yard touchdown 
on a halfback pass the second 
play after halftime providing 
the impetus. 

The second time around, 
Anderson was never in trou¬ 
ble. The Bearcats rolled up 556 
yards of offense that night in 
what might have been their 
most impressive outing of the 
season to that time. 

Different time, different 
season. 

While Anderson had many 


graduation losses from that 
team, Montgomery has much 
of its cast back, including 
quarterback Matt Tuttle and 
receiver-running back Blake 
Preston, both seniors. Ander¬ 
son had to replace most of 
its skill-position people and a 
couple of all-state linemen. 

“They have some outstand¬ 
ing football players,” Peach 
says of Montgomery. “Tuttle 
can do many things with the 
ball.” 

Tuttle, the nephew of for¬ 
mer Anderson coach Dutch 
Ishmael, has thrown for 680 
yards and run for 302 as the 
Indians have gotten off to 
a 4-0 start, their best in at 
least 15 years. He’s thrown for 
11 touchdowns and spreads 
the wealth as nine different 
players have caught passes 
through the first four games. 
Tuttle’s favorite target has 
been another senior, Lance 


Lockridge, who has caught 15 
passes for 216 yards and three 
touchdowns. 

The big question mark, and 
we do mean big, is whether 
the Indians will have the ser¬ 
vices of junior fullback Uvea 
Moala, a bruiser who goes at 
about 250 pounds. Moala was 
hurt in the pre-season but 
Peach says he has heard that 
Moala will be back in the 
lineup Friday night. 

“Their line is huge. It seems 
like every year, Montgomery 
County is going to start five 
guys that weigh 300 pounds 
in the line. They are a very 
physical football team. 

“They are going to mix it 
up a lot and they will go for 
a two-point conversion at the 
drop of a hat,” Peach said. 
“(Former Eastern Kentucky 
University quarterback) Mike 
Whitaker is their offensive 
coordinator and he does a 


great job calling the game.” 

Still, Anderson is considered 
the favorite by about a touch¬ 
down by the computer polls 
that appear in the Courier- 
Journal and the Lexington 
Herald-Leader. 

That might be because 
Anderson is 3-1 against a rug¬ 
ged early-season schedule. 
Anderson’s opponents have 
gone 10-6 in the early going 
while Montgomery’s foes are a 
combined 4-15. 

“I don’t read the polls,” 
Peach said with a smile. “It all 
comes down to execution on 
the football field. We are going 
to kick it off at 7:30 Friday 
night. It will be at their place 
and I am sure they will be 
excited. I hope our great fans 
will make the trip to Mt. Ster¬ 
ling Friday night.”
